Finance,  Income  and  Expenditure  Account.  The  Income  and 
Expenditure  Account  has  shown  an  excess  of  expenditure  over  income 
of  £1,421).  4s.  (id.  as  compared  with  an  excess  of  expenditure  over 
income  of  £559.  15s.  5d.  during  11)4(5.  Expenditure  has  increased 
by  £.‘>,445.  2s.  5d.  from  £9,1(55.  Os.  lOd.  to  £12,610.  5s.  3d.  and  income 
has  increased  by  £2,575.  15s.  4d.  from  £8,805.  5s.  5d.  to  £11,180.  18s.  0d. 


Income  has  again  been  well  maintained,  and  in  this  connection,

The  Board  are  also  grateful  and  appreciate  the  excellent  services 
of  the  Visiting  Specialists,  the  Secretary,  Matron,  Resident  Doctors, 
Administrative,  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff's. 

At  this,  the  final  meeting  of  our  Voluntary  Hospital,  we  wish 
to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  performed 
by  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Management  and  the  various  Com¬ 
mittee*. 


During  the-  past  year  the  Board  of  Management  decided  to 
appoint,  on  a  sessional  basis,  a  number  of  Liverpool  and  Chester 
Specialists,  in  order  that  a  Specialist  Service  should  be  available 
day  and  night.  It  was  also  decided  to  appoint  two  Resident  Doctors, 
to  carry  out  tin*  treatment  recommended  by  the  members  of  the 
Specialist  Staff.  This  decision  entailed  a  vast  amount  of  additional 
work  including  numerous  visits  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
British  Hospitals  Association,  London,  and  on  one  occasion  a  visit 
to  the  British  Medical  Association,  London.  However,  we  were  finally 


granted  permission  to  appoint  these  Specialists  and  Resident  Doctors, 
and  consequently  this  service  has  been  available  from  1st  January, 
1948.

In  addition,  a  number  of  structural  alterations  wen*  carried 
out  during  tin*  year,  including  the  con  version  of  tin*  A.U.P.  Hoorn 
into  a  large  and  comfortable  Massage  Department,  the  enlargement 
of  tin*  Casualty  Department  and,  after  numerouH  efforts  over  a  period 
of  years,  we  have  been  able  to  install  an  electric  lift.  We  feel  con¬ 
fident  that  both  the  patients  and  staff  will  derive  great  benefit  from 
these  alterations.  It  was  also  found  possible  to  decorate  the  Hospital 
internally  and  externally. 


In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  assisted  in 
providing  such  an  excellent  service  in  the  past,  and  to  assure  you 
that  this  service  will  continue  to  be  provided  under  the  National 
Health  Service  which  comes  into  operation  on  the  5th  duly,  1!>4K,

-•  In  each  year  an  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held,  when  tin* 
Committee  shall  present  their  report  for  the  year  ending  on  the 
preceding  .'list  December,  together  with  a  statement  of  accounts 
ior  such  year.
